~ Mr. “Ernest C. “Pulbrook writes” 
to a Home paper:— 

Members of the British Associa~ 
tion which is meeting at Bourne- 
mouth, are rather proud of its 
nickname, which shows that 
scientists possess a sense of hum- 
our, for it wase bestowed by 
members themselves, and not by 
the general public in derision. 

In fact, the patient. donkey 
figured on the programme of one 
of the entertainments during the 
meeting at- Belfast some years 
ago. On that oocasion Sir James 
Dewar's presidential address on 
liquid air aroused much interest. 
and the cover of the programme 
depicted the professor leading an 
ass draped with the Union Jack, 
and bearing panniers full of liquid 
air. 

The British Association owes 
its origin to an article. by Sir 
David Brewster inthe Quarteriy 
Review. ‘He’ explained that 
interest in science was on the 
and could only, be 
maintained by a society of 
“nobility, clergy, gentrr. and 
philosophers"! No one was 
jastic over the idea 
than the Rev. William Vernon 
Harcourt, father of the fampus 
Liberal statesman and = grand- 
father of the present peer, who 
drew up a constitution for. the 
proposed association. 

He suggested that the frst 
meeting should be held at York. 
and persuaded his father, the 
northern Primate, to become pat- 
ron and Viscount Milton to act 
as president. The Philosophical 
Museum: in the grounds of’ St. 
Mary's Abbes, formed the meet- 
ing place, and nearly four 
hundred people were present, at 

the fo mal inauguration, whea 
the objects of the new society 
were dixcussed. 

The number of lectures was 
com parativ ely small so that 
there was no need to divide’ the 
congress into sections, as.is abso- 
Iutely necessary nowadays, but 
so successful was this first meet- 
ing that Oxford was made the 
place of rendezvous the following 
year. 

The ancient university city was 
not quite sute whether it should 
not be scandalised at this invasion 
by such a youthful institution, 
but since those. days ‘it has 
grown to recognise the 
merits of the annual con- 
gress of the foremost scientists of 
the day, and those which are held 
at Oxford or Cambridge always 
attract the largest audiences. 

More than ever does the. 
Association deserve its name of 
British, now that it holds some of 
its meetings in the Dominions 
across the seas, and as tine. goes 
on, and distance is annihilated, 


these will doubtless become more | 


frequent. The congress of 1914 
in Australia will ever be memor- 
able for the outbreak of the war. 
which interfered so sadly with its 
programme. 

Montreal was the first Colonial 
city to welcome the Association. 
That was in 1884, and since then 
Toronto and Winnipeg have been 
visited. Perhaps the. most notable 
journeys of the British Axsociation 
was its trek through South Africa’ 
in 1905, lectures being delivered 
and receptions “held in all the 
principal cities. 

Perhaps the most memorable 
congress was that at Oxford in 
1860; when Bishop Wilberforce 
made hisfamous attack on Darwin 
and Huxley.. Support ers of both

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SCIENCE AND WAR. 


In another column of to-day's edition will be found a condensa- 
tion of the speech deliver d by Sir Charles Parsons in his capacity 
as President of the British Association, which, as all know, is the 
leading scientific association of cur race. One cannot read Sir, 
Charles’ summary of the more remarkable recent advances. in 
applied science and bis indication of future scientific triumphs 
without a consciousness that there is here opened up a vista seem- 
ingly without end. Siowly, but with constant sureness, the human 
intellect is gaining the mastery of Nature and to-day there could be 
enumerated a score of things which are counted commonplace, but 
which ten years ago were almost inconceivable. Even by Jooking 
back to the days when our grandparents were young, our perspective 
of the great changes wrought by science is made wonderfully clear, 
and it needs but little “imagination to realise that the future will 
assuredly witness scientific discoveries of even greater marvel than 
those of the past. .The President of the British Association only 
touched the fringe of things. oan oo, . 

_ The world is now taking breath after the greatest war in history 
—a war in which science played a far greater part than in any war 
‘ previous—-and one cannot help reflecting on the relationship between 
scientific endeavour and man's des:ructiveness. The old belief that 
war produces influences stimulating to thought and artistic express- 
jon bas gone, for we of to-day, know that in the modern wurld 
there is one kind of stimulus that comes from the conflict of nations 
a practically unlimited force of. mechanical inventiveness. War 
‘ still stimulates some of man’s better qualities, but contests of 
physical strength as between nations bring with them improved 
mechanised means of destruction tha: threaten to.reach a hideous 
‘perfection. The late war has given us.a glut of slaughtering 
machines, and even since the armistice there have been 
official trials of a new machine-gun that can spit out hundreds 
of bullets at an incredible speed and never jam. The mastery of 
the air was used for destruction, gases were concocted to 
asphyxiate hun-reds of men, and so one could go on reciting 
how science is not only mastering nature but is making possible 
.the slaughter of millions,, Always, apparently, the thought of war 
“broods over the chemist and the engineer. Lord. Fisher, when 
.looking ahead to the triumph of the oil engine, said it “yet will 
revolutionise commerce and alter the whole of art of sea war”. The 
thought of war seerns almost inseparable from the march of science 
-and one can hardly think of an invention the principle,of which has 
not been pressed into the service of the, military commander. One 
may well ask “To what end is science taking us;is it leading us to 
a fuller and better use.of the. things of the earth, or is it marching 
on only to destroy?" °° : 

The question could easily lead.one to a great deal of moralising, 
and it is difficult to avoid the temptation. But the one great 
question that remains for‘all men and women who think and fee! is: 
Whence is to come the enlightenment and the motive that shall 
turn allthis astounding intelligence and'ardour from the service of 
death to the service of life? By what shall be stimulated the sum 
total of goodwill that will make unthinkable fiture recourse to wars 
of destruction? The-conclusion of all “modern wars has boon 

marked by a searching of heart/’on the part of thinking pedple, and 
in these days’ there is moro thought being spent in introspection 
than during any future period of the world’s history. The basic 
_idea of the League, of Nations is to do'away with race jealousios 
and prejudices, . end there is daily expression: being given to the 
imperative need of establishing and maintaining universal peace. 
” But, great as the effort is, it needs to be a hundred times greater, and 
there is, scarcely a man or woman who can say that they are 
entirely froe from the taint of distrust, for one has not to look very 

: far to find endless causes for it, And it will take a long time to 
achieve a complete purging. We are not among those who believe 
that haman nature muat of necessity contain an element of on 
and greed, though it is pretty obvious that great would be the change

THE JUMPING DOLLAR, . 

The housing problem is ‘at the 
moment almost rivalled as a topic 
of conversation by the rapidly- 


‘|rising dollar. Just as we all need 


houses, so do wa all require 
dollars, and the present sterling 
value of these coins gives us all 
fariously to think. ‘When we are 
not reckoning out the sterling 
equivalent of a ten-cent ritksha 
ride, we are either thinking of 
the huge salaries we earn in 
pounds, shillings and pence, 
or. cursing “the fates that 
we have to spend all our 
hard-earned four-and-sixpences 
in the Colony and = are 
thus unable to take - advantage 


taf the high exchange. The man 


on a dollar salary who has his 
wife at Home and is able to scrape 
up a few dollars in savings is 
chuckling just ndw, as also are 
those who are about to go on 
leave and have fixed up their 
auction sales. A dollar approach- 
ing five shillings makes all of 
us want tosell up our furniture, 
convert the proceeds into sterling 
and go to live in tents or mat- 
sheds. We have never lived in 
such days before; at times we 
almost feel like pinching our- 
selves to make sure that we are 


‘}notinadream. But it’s all true, 


and when we get tq business 
again to-morrow we may find 
that, in terms of sterling, we are 
earning more salary tharrever ! 
SERVICE PAY. 

But this rising ,dollar has its 
serious side slso. For one thing, 
it is. greatly’ militating egainst 
export trade,.and if the upward 
tendency continues much longer, 
things may get pretty bad for 
some businesses, Taking it allio 
all, the business man would un- 
doubtedly prefer to see astandard- 
ised dollar than the present un- 
certainty.as to what will happen 
toexchange. That is the talkin 
commercial circles. Then there 
are these unfortunate residents 
of the Colony whose salaries are 
reckoned on the sterling basis. 
These are mostly people in the 
Services. Theirloti a hard one, 
for, Gespite the fact that most of 
them have part of- their salary 
paid at a fixed rate, every penny 
that the dollar rises means. that 
they are getting fewer dollars per 
month. This isa state of affairs 
that never ought to be. It is 
an entirely wrong procedure to 
pay men in Hongkong on a sterl- 
ing basis. We should like to see 
sufficient common-sense demon- 
strated by the Imperial authorities 
as to make them’resolve- on pay- 
ing every man in the currency of 
the country to which, he is sent 
on service. For a Service man 
to be paid on“ a sterling basis in 
Hongkong is just about as idiotic 
as topay a man at Home ona 
Hongkong dollar standard. It's 
about time this thing were looked 
at from the common-sense point 
of view. Thire should be -no 
difficulty about it, any more than 
there is for firms whose takings 
ate in dollars paying certain of 
their obligations” in sterling. 
Thatis one Imperial reform that 
is badly needed——the saying cf 
all Service salaries in the cur- 
rency of the place to which the 
men aresent. | 
RENT PROFITEERRING. 

Rent-profitecring is 
mon in most parts’ cf the 
world at the present time. The 
trouble is that the landlord who 
charges more ‘than he ought to 
cannot be es aped. We can all 
become vegetarians and, we can 
all wear our ast-year’s clothes, if, 
it comes to the push; but we 
can’t very well sleep out of doors. 
Ways are being found in America 
to curtail this form of profteey- 
ing. In New York. we read, a 
Municipal Rent Committee, act- 
ing in co-operation. with the 
Courts, has come ta the 
relief of exploited tenants. 
‘When complaint is - made 
of excessive rental charges, this 
Committee investigates and fixes 
a fair rate, based on valuation of 
the property. » If the landlord 
refuses. to accept this rate, 
eviction proceedings are blocked 
and action is brought against the 
landlord on the ground that he 
endangers life by driving afamily 
into the street. Some other cities 
have decided that there shall bea 
re-asgassment of houses, basing 
‘their value for taxation .on the 
income from rental, a step which 
is calculated to lower rents very 
quickly. How would these plans 
work in Hongkong? The 
authorities might turn them over 
in their minds, anyhow: .

DEVASTATED .. FRANCE, ° 
10? 

Sir—May I ask for space in 
your columns to appeal to Hong- 
kong, te whose generosity in war 
-eauses [ can personally warmly 
testify, for help to, our stricken 
“Allies in the war-devastated dis- 
tricts of France? If they 
were not “left only with 
eyes to weep with", they 
had ‘not much else, for their 
houses remain mere piles of stones 
and rubbish, their once fruitful 
fields are laid waste, their fruit 
trees have been murdered in cold 
blood, their wells have been 
choked with filth and even 
corpses, while their inhabitants 
have suffered every form, it would 
seem, of human misery. . 

While working with the French 
Red Cross in 1915-16 and 17, I 
saw much of this ruin and 
can never cease to be grateful to 
this Colony for the help they 
sent, through me, to our brave, 
in re- 
sponse to a letter in which I did 
not’aven ask for aid. I can never 
tell you how far-reaching this 
help was, for certainly half of it 
was of the moral kind engender 
ed by sympathy. 

The need of assistance is at 
least as-great now as it yras 
then, and the sooner it js given 
the sooner can the peopla restart 
their own industries and carry 
on without help. “He gives 
twice who gives quickly.” 

Very many’ societies.in France, 
England, and America have taken 
up thig’ work of re-establishing 
the ruined districts of Northern 
France, and these organisations 
have been co-ordinated under the 
Minist y of Reconstruction of 
the French Government. But I 
am only asking for aid for two 
particular districts, whose re- 
storation has been-undertaken by 
my own-friends, and - in ‘parts 
where, to my personal knowledge, 
it is so sorely needed. 


The part near Noyau and Com-' 


piegne is ably looked after by the 
Fund for French War-derasted 
Villages, of which ex-President 
Taft is President, and to which 
society I belong. This ismy own 
particular patt, as.the French 
Government allowed me to visit 
it shortly efter the German 
evacuation in 1917. We did a 
good deal of work there before 
tha enemy reoccupied it in 1918, 
but. much of this effort was 
lost, forthe Huns systematically 
destroged everything they. had 
time for, in order to prevent the 
resumption of their agriculture 
and industries by the Freach 
people. In 1917, during ‘a motor 
tour of hundreds of kilometres, 
I saw not one undamaged, house, 
churcl, or factory left standing, 
and there was scarcely an agri-' 
cultural implement or a cooking 
utensil left in the district. 
‘The other part for which I ask 
Hongkong’s help is near Armen- 
tieres, where the work of restora- 
tion has been undertaken b- 
Madame Loyson, the wife of the 
well-known French poet, play- 
wright, and journalist (he is now: 
editor of what was M. Clemen- 
ceau's paper). Madame Loyson 
turned her house in Parjs into a 
convaleazent hospital during the 
wor, and treated there over 
1,400 soldiers, many of whom 
came from this. part of France. 
I am sending you an appeal 
which I received from her lately, 
‘as it tells mora eloquently than I 
can of these poor peoples’ needs. 
As I knew many of.these men 
and some of their families while 
they ‘vere in Paris in the hospital, 
I'feel a special interest, in their, 
cause. . oo 

It has been suggested that a 
bazaar should be held—perhaps 
in December—in order to raise 
funds for these two organisations, 
and His Excellency the Governor 
has generously offered the use of 


Government House for the pur-, 


pose, and his'co-operation in the 
work.

J axistence, exhaustive experiments 


had been carried out. - 

* Professor Frank D. Adams, of 
McGill University, Montreal, had 
shown that in limestone a depth of 
15 miles, and in granite a depth of 
30 miles, was probably practicable. 

To sink a shaft 12 miles would 
cost about £5,000,000, and would 
take $5 years. The expense 
seemed trivial compared with the 
possible knowledge that might be 
gained by an investigation intothe 
unexplored region of the earth. 

In Italy, at Lardarello, bore 
holes had been sunk, which 
discharged large volumes of 
high-pressure steam, which was 
being utilised to generate about 
10,000 horse-power by turbines, 
At-Solfatara, near Naples, a 
similar project was on foot 
to supply power to the 
great works in the district. 

It.seems, indeed, probable that 

in voleanig regions a very large 

amount of power might be, in the 
future, obtained directly or in- 
directly by boring into the eart 
and that the whole subject meri 
ed the most careful corsideration. 

It was in the course of his 
speculations ax to the future 
source of power that the President 
made this novel suggestion. Eng-

WHITE MEN TO WORE 
PEARL FISHERIES. . 

The Commonwealth Pearl. 
Fisheries has been registered in 
London with a capital of £6,000, 
for the working. of a thousand 
miles of the coast of North-west 
Australia. Only whites will be 
employed and they will be re- 
cruited from former bluejackets 
and returned soldiers. 

EXTENDING YOROHANA 

: HARBOUR. 

The municipal authorities of 
Yokobama have drafted a pian 
for the extension the harbour. It 
is "stated that outside the limits 
of the present breakwater a large 
harbour is to be constructed from 
Yommoku Nose toward the 
mouth of the Tsurumi River. The 
harbour. within the existing 
breakwater: will «then 
known as ‘the inner har- 
bour, dnd that between it and 
the new breakwater as the cuter 
harbour. The measurements given 
for the inner harbour are 1,500 
tsubo (1 tsubo=4 sq. yards) in 
area, and the outer harbour will 
have.an area of 4,000,000 tsubo. 
The report further states that 
the total cost of the proposed con- 
struction is estimated at Yen 
17,500,000. » 

EXPOSING DANGER CARGO. 

Tn its leading article the latest 
Shipping and Engineering draws’ 


‘attention to the danger of expos- 


ing wooden oil barrels to the rays 
of the sun, and, in connection with 
the fire which occyrred at the 
International Dock Shanghai on 
October 5, suggests that had the 
barrels of oil which caught fire 
been sheltered. the possibility of 
their igniting would have been 
greatly minimised.. In surmising 
that a large fire: might have 
possibly occurred at this time, the 
want of a larger floating fire staf 
is imperative, says the article, and 
in the case of an exceptionally 
large fire taking place afloat in 
the harbour, the want of a larger 
fire service would then eppear in 
stronger light than js now the 
case. - Other interesting articles 
are: Mineral Enterprise in 
China,” “Aero Engines,” “Ameri- 
can Activities at French Ports,” 
and several columns of shipping 
and engineering notes completing 
the issue. a 
SHIPBUILDING DEVELOPMENTS 
_ INCINDIA. | 

The interesting announcement 
is made from Calcutta that an 
extensive plot of land on the 
banks of the Hoogly, a few miles 
downstream from the city, has 
been acquired by a British firm 
for the erection of a shipbuildiog 
yard on alargescale. A syndicate, 
it is added, has been formed in 
England, with a capital of £300,- 
000.000. for utilising the, iron and 
steel products of India.. The 
principal work of the company is 
to be shipbuilding and repairs, 
but it will at the same time ‘take 
in. other industries. If this re- 
port is well-founded—and it has 
long been ‘thought that such 
operations were probable~—there 
will be revived on the Hoogly an 
industry which was extensive in 


the days of the John Company, {4 


but which languished on the in- 
troduction of steel ships, there 
not being in those days, of course, 
any stee] producing firm in India. 


“{The enterprise of Messrs Tata 


and Company have altered this 
state of affairs and industrial 
conditions at Homie will be an 
added incentive to shipbuilding 
in India., Towards the end of 


‘the war the Home: authorities 


sent out an expert to investigate 
the Hoogly facilities for ship con- 
struction, but the matter does 
not seem "to have been. pro- 
secuted after the conclusion of 
hostilities, In former’. days 
wooden vessels were constructed 
below Calcutta and these engaged 
in both coastal and international 
trade. On one occasion, we 


believe, a man-of-war. was con-|. 


At.the present time 
large river vessels for inter- 
provincial trade launches are 
built.on the Hoogly where also 


structed, 


‘have been’ constructed many of 


the vessels used in Mesopotamia. 
With a good supply of materials, 
shipyard facilities and a plentiful 
supply of labour the prospects are 
good for building on an extensive 
scale.

F. Kunz, the New York gem 
expert, in Minera! Industry, ap 
annual publication. Writes this

“The jewellry: trade acts asa 
very sensitive barometer iridic- 
ative of the general state of trade 
in a country. The unprepared- 
ness of the Allied nations for war, 
and especially of ourown country 
[Great Britain}. had. led to the 
placing of immense orders for 
munitions in the United States, 
and the consequent keen demand 
for labour brought sudden 
affluence to certain classes in the, 
community. »The result was that 
that imports of precious stones 
in 1916 reached. unprecedented 
heights. By the ‘following year 
the industrial position had become 
stabilised, and the imparts stood 
at a figure just under forty-one 
million dollars—which was about 
that of the more prosperous years 
immediately preceeding the war. | 
It must, however, not be forgotten | 
that prices had risen very con-| 
siderably.” i 
_ “Thus Dr, Kunz tells us that 
in Great Britain the cost of cut 
diamonds had advanced between 
thirty and forty percent, the in- 

“ crease being about equally divid- 

"ed between the rise in wages and 
the advance in the charge for the 
rough stones. Many have remars-

MURDER STORY. 


Djang Djin Sung, the Chinese 
labourer, of Birmingham, who has 
been committed for trisl on a 
charge of attempting to murder a 
compatriot, was at West London 
Police Court recently charged 
with the murder of another 
Chinaman at Warley Park, 
Birmingham. 

Zee Ming Wu, the murdered 
man, was found dead in's spinney 
in Warley Park. A heavy log of 
wood was lying across his face, 
and the body was mutilated. 

Mr. ‘Travers Humphreys pro- 
secuting, said Zee Ming Wu was 
a careful man, and had £240 in 
the Post Office Savings Bank. 

On June 24 the prisoner pre- 
sented at the Blythe-road (West 
Kengsington) Post Office. the 
deceased's Savings Bank book, 
and asked to withdraw the whole 
of the £240. He was given the 
usual withdrawal form, and the 
clerk then noticed that the 
signature in the book differed 
from that on the form. . 

He was questioned and detain- 
ed, said Mr. Humphreys, but was 
allowed to go away on the pretext 
that he wanted dinner. He never 
returned. se . 

From Birmingham the prisoner 
had written letters and postcards 
| conterning the murder toa friend, 
In one he said :-— 

Zee Ming Wu is buried. He 
has had no revenge yet. I 
think the police are careless, 
In other letter he said:— 

After all, the real offender 
bas been caught. Iam not the 
‘one. One could not murder Zee 
Ming Wu for nothing, and if 
the bank book was taken to 
London that must bave been the 
object. : 

The allusion to “the real 
offender,” explained counsel re- 
ferred to the fact that a China- 
man was arrested on the charge 
but was discharged br the magis- 
trates, who did not think there 
was sufficient evidence on which 
to commis. a 

After his arrest on the charge 
of attempted murder the prisoner 
made . different statements. in 
respect of the present charge. In 
one ofthem he said:— 

Me takee-book to bank, but me 
no‘tellee Wu. The book was 
given me by Zig. whe is a very 
clever business man. He said, 
“You goto London and get the 
money and me wait here.” 

Later, said counsel, he made 
the following statement — 

Four Chinamen, including Li 
Ting Jiz and Zee Ming Wu, met 
me. Zig asked me to pinch a 
hammer, and I went back to the 
works and pinched ahammar. [ 
gave the hammer to Jig. We all 
took the’ hammer tothe park. and 
we went to the lonely spot. [t 
was aboutseveno'clock. Jigtold 
me that the killed man’s father 
and mother had cheated him out 
of money in the police.court in 
China, and he said he was-going 
to kill him (Wu.) 

Jig said to Wu, “Look, there’s 
a rabbit,” and Wu looked round 
and Jig hit him on the head with 
a hammer. He gave him “One, 
two, three” taps with the hem- 
mer. I took the bank book from 
the lining of the killed man. Jig 


‘told me he carried his money 


there. 
Tearried thedead man toa trea, 
T picked up the hammer and came

A-NOVEL UNION. 


Rome, September 3.—Sone- 
thing novel in the way of leagues 
or unions has come to birth during 

‘the last few days. The League 
| of Cashiered Officers, or “ tor- 
pedoed " officers, as it literally is 
(Fasciu uffictali ‘silurati), bas 
‘recently been constituted under 
the presidency of Lieut.-General 
arpi. The League has its office, 
in Rome, and possess2s nearly 
‘thirty branches in Italy. “Among 
its members there are about 1,000 
with rank not inferior to that of 
lient.-colonel. No fewer than 
(fifteen are ex-commanders of 
Army Corps. In_ addition, there 
are numerous generals of divisions 
and brigadier-generals. 


This somewhat curious associa. 


tion may be said to-be one of the 
side issues of the Caporetto report, 
which’ wrought such havoc 
amongst the “ high commands.” 
The object of the League isto 
secure justice for higher rank 
officers whom the League holds 
to have been unjustly “torpedoed.” 
To" the inevitable | inquiring 
‘journalist General Carpi, the 
President, was not loth to express 
the views of the new association. 
- “The League,’ ‘he declared, 
“ig made up of serious men, true 
patriots, and is not a mere group 
of the disbanded. We mean: to 
maintain an: attitude of perfect 
correctness, and to lay our de- 
mands collectively before the pro- 
perauthorities. We are presenting 
a roemorial to the Prime Minister, 
fully supported with all document- 
ary evidence, with a view to 
obtaining a revision of some at 
least ofthe many unjust sentences 
passed on highly placed and'com- 
petent officers. After the revela- 
tions of the Caporetto report, we 
think it is time that are-examina- 
tion of many cases should be 
made.
